As this complaint addresses the proposed rate adjustment, the Commission
considers this document as merely a statement on Vine Grove’s position and interest in
this matter and does not recognize it as a complaint for purposes of KRS 278.260(1) or
Administrative Regulation 807 KAR 5:001, Section 12.



3.  Should Vine Grove file documents of any kind with the Commission in the
course of these proceedings, it shall also serve a copy of said documents on all other
parties of record.
